The 
backers of the bill claim that the 
benefit of metropolitan tax district 
mo'.iey goes to build up other parts 
of the stale and that the cities of 
northern Illinois have problems in 
common with one another but not 
wlih the southern part of the state. 
They cite the present controversy 
over representation as Indication of 
existant conditions.
